Over 200 Occupy 
protesters arrested 
in Oakland

OAKLAND (AFP)-Police 
fired tear gas and arrested 
more than 200 people and four 
people were injured as anti- 
Wall Street protesters tried but 
failed to take over downtown 
buildings, including City Hall, 
in Oakland, California. 

Protesters from Occupy 
Oakland — the local offshoot 
of Occupy Wall Street — first 
targeted the Henry Kaiser Con¬ 
vention Center on Saturday, 
before proceeding to a YMCA 
and then City Hall, police offi¬ 
cials said. 

A group of protesters burnt 
the American flag in front of 
City Hall before breaking into 
the historic building and damag¬ 
ing exhibit inside, officials said. 

"There is no excuse for the 
behavior we experienced this 


evening," said Council Presi¬ 
dent Larry Reid when respond¬ 
ing to an inquiry about damage 
to City Hall. 

Occupy Oakland, ousted 
from its protest camp in Frank 
Ogawa Plaza on October 25 
amid clashes with police, had 
earlier announced a weekend 
"rise up festival" to be held in 
an unspecified empty building. 

The demonstration, which 
started out peacefully, brought 
together an estimated 1,000 
people, who marched toward 
the convention center that in¬ 
cludes a 5,500-seat arena, the¬ 
ater and event spaces. 

Once there, several protest¬ 
ers tried to tear down a fence 
and occupy the building, ac¬ 
cording to media reports.

Director of Hospital 


After a rather long recruitment 
process, the Stichting Zieken- 
verpleging, the foundation 
which manages the Dr. Horacio 
E. Oduber Hospital here, re¬ 
cently signed a working agree¬ 
ment with Dr. Jaime Falconi to 
be the Hospital’s new Medical 
Director and member of the 
Board of Directors. Falconi 
will be one of the three direc¬ 
tors to lead Aruba’s hospital. 
The future leadership structure 
for the hospital calls for three 
Directors, a Medical Director 
in charge of patient care, a 
Business Management Direc¬ 
tor, and a general Director. 

The 5-year contract with 
Dr. Arnoud Boesten, the cur¬ 
rent President of the Board of 
Directors and General Director 


of the Hospital will terminate 
on January 31st 2012. The 
foundation expressed words of 
appreciation for Boesten’s pe¬ 
riod of service to the hospital. 

Last September 2011, the 
process of recruiting two direc¬ 
tors began with appointing a 
commission of 5 persons. Ad¬ 
vertisements were placed in 
local newspapers as well as in 
Holland and in the Dutch 
Caribbean press. The primary 
focus has always been on find¬ 
ing Arubans, either locally or 
abroad who want to return to 
Aruba to work and live. 

They reported having re¬ 
ceived 6 applicants for the po¬ 
sition of General Director, and 
6 candidates for Medical Di¬ 
rector of which a few sollicited 


for both functions. After re¬ 
viewing their cv’s and meeting 
with them, two candidates were 
chosen for the position of Med¬ 
ical Director. Ultimately the 
Supervisory Board chose Jaime 
Falconi for the position of 
Medical Director. No candidate 
to date has been found for the 
position of General Director. 

The 60 year old Dr. Jaime 
Rolando Falconi is a Neurolo¬ 
gist who studied at the Acad- 
emisch Ziekenhuis in 
Groningen, the Netherlands. 
Since 1986 he has been practic¬ 
ing medicine on Aruba, which 
means that he, as of 2011, has 
25 years of experience as a 
medical specialist on Aruba. 
Dr. Falconi has been member 
of the Board of the “Artsen 


Vereniging Aruba,” which 
group later was renamed 
HAVA and VMSA. He was 
also on the Board of VMSA for 
a few years. Falconi is also co 
founder of the PAAZ Depart¬ 
ment of the Hospital and for a 
few years served as the neurol¬ 
ogy doctor of that department. 
Falconi was also instrumental 
in the creation of the Neurolog¬ 
ical Department of the Hospi¬ 
tal. He was the first specialist, 
along with Doctors Meelis and 
Tonk, to create a “medische 
maatschap” on our island. Fal¬ 
coni is also the medical advisor 
to various organizations, such 
as Fundacion CVA Aruba, Cas- 
Marie and the Eppileptic Or¬ 
ganization of Aruba. 

Dr. Jaime Falconi has a 


rich history of knowledge and 
experience in his medical work 
and in his social role in our 
community. He knows the hos¬ 
pital staff and personnel well 
and it is believed he will make 
a positive contribution to the 
care of our patients. 

Aruba’s Hospital has been 
existing now for 34 years and 
is named after Aruba’s first 
Aruban bom doctor. Dr. Hora¬ 
cio E. Oduber. Annually the 
Hospital cares for about 
15.500 day patients. A team of 
875 employees are employed 
in the service of the Hospital to 
offer expert care to patients. 

The Supervisory Board of 
the Hospital welcomes Dr.

Second front for Afghan 
peace talks in Saudi: officials 


(CAIRO (AFP)- Afghani¬ 
stan and Pakistan plan to 
open a second front in nego¬ 
tiations with the Taliban in 
Saudi Arabia as US-brokered 
talks get under way in Qatar, 
officials said Sunday. 

The Taliban, ousted from 
power by a US-led invasion 
in the wake of the 9/11 at¬ 
tacks, announced earlier this 
month that they planned to 
set up a political office in 
Qatar ahead of talks with 
Washington. 

And Taliban negotiators 
have begun holding prelimi¬ 
nary talks with US officials in 
the Gulf state on plans for ne¬ 
gotiations aimed at ending 
the decade-long Afghan war, 
a former Taliban official said 
Sunday. 

But Afghan and Taliban 


officials indicated in response 
to a BBC report about plans 
for talks in Saudi Arabia that 
both Kabul and Islamabad — 
usually at loggerheads on the 
issue — were looking for their 
own talks with the Taliban. 

Asked for his response to 
the BBC report, Afghan for¬ 
eign ministry spokesman 
Janan Mosazai said: "Of 
course we support any steps 
towards the Afghan peace 
process." He refused to com¬ 
ment further. 

But a senior Afghan gov¬ 
ernment official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, told 
AFP the BBC report was ac¬ 
curate, saying: '^We will al¬ 
ways pursue dl roads towards 
peace in Afghanistan, includ¬ 
ing contacts with the Taliban 
that are not limited to the 
Qatar office." 


Wrecked Italian liner to be 
moved by year's end: official 



ROME (AFP) - The wreck of Italian cruise liner Costa Con¬ 
cordia will be moved from Giglio Island by the end of the year, 
the top rescue official said Sunday. The 114,500-tonne ship's 
owner Costa Crociere is readying a call for tenders. "These 
two stages should take about two months," Gabrielli told the 
media, after which, "taking into account the constraints that 
weather and sea conditions may impose, it will take seven to 
10 months to remove the wreck," he said. _ 

^The Grey’ leads N. American box 
office pack 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
"The Grey," a Liam Neeson 
drama about plane crash 
survivors fending off hun¬ 
gry wolves, took in $20 
million on its opening 
weekend to lead the pack at 
the North American box of¬ 
fice, industry data showed 
Sunday.

Romeny momentum builds in Florida, 
Ginrich defiant

(AFP) Romney, a former 
Massachusetts governor and 
millionaire venture capitalist 
who is considered the party 
establishment's favored can¬ 
didate, was routing Gingrich 
by 15 points in Florida, 42 
percent to 27 percent, accord¬ 
ing to an NBC/Marist poll. 

A new Miami Herald poll 
showed Romney ahead by 11 
points. 

"What does Gingrich need 
to do? I would say Romney 
would need to implode," 
Brad Coker, the pollster who 
conducted the Herald survey 
of 800 registered Florida vot¬ 
ers, said in the newspaper. 

Both surveys showed 
Christian conservative for¬ 
mer senator Rick Santorum a 
distant third and congress¬ 
man Ron Paul fourth. 

Despite the polls, Gingrich 
said he expected a close race 
in Florida, which will be a 
key battleground in the No¬ 
vember general election, pit¬ 
ting President Barack 
Obama, a Democrat, against 
the eventual Republican 
nominee. 

After attending church 
services in this community 


north of Tampa, a fiery Gin¬ 
grich insisted "the election 
will be substantially closer 
that the two polls" suggest. 

With time running out for 
Gingrich to claw back some 
lost ground in Florida, he 
turned to the national nomi¬ 
nation fight, insisting support 
for his campaign was build¬ 
ing and that there was "no ev¬ 
idence Romney (is) coming 
close to getting a majority." 

"Romney has got a very 
big challenge in trying to get 
a majority at the convention" 
in August, he said. 

"We will go all the way to 
the convention, and I believe 
the Republican Party will not 
nominate a pro-abortion, pro¬ 
gun control, pro-tax increase 
moderate from Massachu¬ 
setts." 

Gingrich shocked the 
party when he thurnped Rom¬ 
ney in South Carolina earlier 
this month, and he enjoyed a 
bump in support before 
quickly sinking well below a 
resurgent Romney in Florida. 

Gingrich's campaign got a 
weekend boost when he re¬ 
ceived an endorsement from 
former rival Herman Cain, 


and tried to rally support by 
showcasing his conservative 
credentials, arguing that only 
a true conservative like him¬ 
self has a chance to beat 
Obama. 

On Sunday Gingrich in¬ 
sisted the only reason he 
trailed the more moderate 
Romney was because of his 
main rival's "relentlessly neg¬ 
ative campaign" — and be¬ 
cause Santorum, by staying 
in the race, was splitting the 
conservative vote. 

"The fact is, when you 
combine the Santorum vote 
and the Gingrich vote... the 
conservative combined 
would clearly beat Romney," 
he told ABC talkshow "This 
Week." 

Seizing on his rival's pre¬ 
carious position, Romney's 
ad uses television news 
footage from 1997 when Gin¬ 
grich became the first speaker 
ever reprimanded by the 
House of Representatives. 

Gingrich was accused of 
dozens of violations, includ¬ 
ing a claim of tax-exempt sta¬ 
tus for his college course.

China should punish Philippines 
over US offer: report 



(AFP) - China should impose 
"sanctions" against the Philip¬ 
pines after it offered to allow 
more US troops on its soil, 
state media said Sunday, amid 
growing tensions over dis¬ 
puted waters in the South 
China Sea. 

Manila said it planned to 
hold more joint exercises and 
to let more US troops rotate 
through the Southeast Asian 
country — an offer welcomed 
by the United States as it 


seeks to expand its 
military power in 
Asia. 

China has not 
yet officially re¬ 
sponded to the an- 
nouncement, 
which was made 
during the coun¬ 
try's week-long 
holiday for the 
Lunar New Year. 
The foreign min¬ 
istry on Sunday 
did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to 
AFP requests for comment. 

But an editorial in the 
Global Times, known for its 
nationalistic stance, said Bei¬ 
jing "must respond" to the 
move by using its "leverage to 
cut economic activities" be¬ 
tween the Philippines and 
other Southeast Asian coun¬ 
tries. 

China also should consider 
"cooling down" business links 
with its smaller neighbour, ac¬ 


cording to the editorial pub¬ 
lished in the Chinese and 
English versions of the news¬ 
paper. 

"It should show China's 
neighbouring areas that bal¬ 
ancing China by siding with 
the US is not a good choice," 
it said. 

"Well-measured sanctions 
against the Philippines will 
make it ponder the choice of 
losing a friend such as China 
and being a vain partner with 
the US." 

China and the Philippines, 
along with Vietnam, have 
rival claims to parts of the 
South China Sea, home to 
some of the world's most im¬ 
portant shipping lanes and be¬ 
lieved to hold vast deposits of 
fossil fuels. 

Taiwan, Brunei and 
Malaysia also have claims in 
the South China Sea. 

Manila and Hanoi com¬ 
plained repeatedly last year of 
what they said were increas¬ 
ingly aggressive acts by 
China in the decades-long rift. 

The alleged acts, which in¬ 
cluded a Chinese naval ship 
reportedly firing warning 
shots at Filipino fishermen, 
fuelled fears among some na¬ 
tions in the region about 
China as its military and po¬ 
litical strength grows. 

The US has been looking 
to increase its military pres¬ 
ence across the Asia Pacific in 
a strategic shift that has an¬ 
gered China. 

US President Barack 
Obama said in November the 
United States would deploy 
up to 2,500 Marines to north¬ 
ern Australia. The following 
month a US admiral wrote 
that the US expected to station 
several combat ships in Sin¬ 
gapore. 



Africa leaders must 
respect gay rights: 
UN's Ban 


ADDIS ABABA (AFP) - UN 
Secretary General Ban Ki- 
moon, in an unusually outspo¬ 
ken declaration Sunday, told 
African leaders they must re¬ 
spect gay rights, an issue that 
is controversial in many 
African states. 

"One form of discrimina¬ 
tion ignored or even sanc¬ 
tioned by many states for too 
long has been discrimination 
based on sexual orientation or 
gender identity," Ban said at an 
African Union summit in the 
Ethiopian capital. 

Homosexuality is outlawed 
in most African countries and 
discrimination against gays 
and lesbians is rife on the con¬ 
tinent, with South Africa being 
the only country that recog¬ 
nises gay rights and same-sex 
marriage, at least on paper. 

However, previous external 
criticism of restrictions im¬ 
posed on homosexuals has at¬ 
tracted angry responses from 
African leaders, who claim it is 
alien to their culture. 

Outgoing African Union 
chairman Tedoro Obiang 
Nguema, speaking before 
Ban's remarks were delivered, 
complained about the external 
criticism the continent re¬ 


ceives. 

"Africa should not be ques¬ 
tioned with regards to democ¬ 
racy, human rights, governance 
and transparency in public ad¬ 
ministration," he told the sum¬ 
mit. 

After Commonwealth lead¬ 
ers refused to adopt reforms to 
abolish homophobic laws in 41 
member nations, British Prime 
Minister David Cameron said 
last year he would consider 
withholding aid from countries 
that do not recognise gay 
rights. 

Gay rights in Africa, most 
notably in Uganda, made the 
news on several occasions last 
year. 

Homosexuality is already 
illegal in Uganda, but a contro¬ 
versial bill that calls for the 
death penalty for certain ho¬ 
mosexual acts was re-intro- 
duced in the Ugandan 
parliament late last year. 

The proposed legislation 
envisages stiffer punishments - 

- including the death penalty - 

- for anyone caught engaging 
in homosexual acts for the sec¬ 
ond time as well as for gay sex 
where one partner is a minor or 
has HIV.

Keep around 
your house 
and yard clean 


pro-active action to combat 
Dengue on Aruba, reported 
the results of the sweep 
through Santa Cruz district 
of Aruba during a press con¬ 
ference on Friday afternoon, 
January 27, at the Barcadera 
headquarters of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. 

This cooperative effort of the 
GKMB, the department for 
mosquito control, and 
DESPA, Department of 
Health, is also supported by 
a special team from the 
Aruba Police Force, which 
are following up on recom¬ 
mendations and distributing 
stiff fines for continued inac¬ 
tion by offenders. 

Dengue fever is spread by 



Aedes aegypti, the same 
mosquito that carries yellow 
fever. There are 4 strains of 
dengue fever on Aruba, of in¬ 
creasing severity. The great¬ 
est danger to those infected is 
if they carry two strains 
within their system, as this 
can result in dengue hemor¬ 
rhagic fever or dengue shock 
syndrome, both of which can 
easily be life-threatening. 

Breeding areas for the 
mosquito require usually 
clean, stagnant water, such as 
flower vases, uncovered bar¬ 
rels, buckets, and discarded 
tires, to name a few. House - 
by- house inspection of the 
Santa Cruz area revealed 
over 1400 breeding areas for 
the Aedes aegypti in the 
above mentions receptacles, 
as well as defunct washing 
machines, abandoned cars, 
improperly sealed cisterns, 
and accumulated refuse 
where rainwater could col¬ 
lect. 

SWIPE inspectors in¬ 
formed the community and 
individual homeowners of 
the problem and returned to 


inspect again after a 
few weeks; those that 
did not comply by re¬ 
moving the threats re¬ 
ceived citations and 
were fined. Fines for 
non-compliance can 
range from 50 Arubian 
florins to 500 florins, 
depending on the de¬ 
gree of severity, and 80 
fines were levied in the 
Santa Cruz district dur¬ 
ing the follow-up in¬ 
spection, some for 500 
florin s . 

SWIPE inspectors have 
the authority to give citations 
and levy fines; in the case of 
continued non-compliance 
the police will then step in, 
and perpetrators can face 
prosecution if offensive ob¬ 
jects and breeding grounds 
are not cleared away. 

Rudolph Werleman and 
Wilfredo Kelly head the 
SWIPE inspection team, and 
report that generally the 
community is quite coopera¬ 
tive when informed of a 
mosquito breeding ground

on their premises. The 
SWIPE team is about to in¬ 
spect the Noord district and 
all the barrios contained 
therein. Homeowners and 
businesses are advised to 
evaluate their premises for 
possible breeding grounds 
and properly dispose of 
waste; inform Serlimar of 
abandoned cars and major 
appliances in their neighbor¬ 
hoods, so they can also be re¬ 
moved.

Climate-driven heat peaks 
may shrink wheat crops

(AFP) - More intense heat 
waves due to global warming 
could diminish wheat crop 
yields around the world 
through premature ageing, ac¬ 
cording to a study published 
Sunday in Nature Climate 
Change. 

Current projections based 
on computer models underes¬ 
timate the extent to which hot¬ 
ter weather in the future will 
accelerate this process, the re¬ 
searchers warned. 

Wheat is harvested in tem¬ 
perate zones on more than 220 
million hectares (545 million 
acres), making it the most

In some nations,

In 2010, drought and wild¬ 
fires in wheat-exporting Rus¬ 
sia pushed world prices of the 
grain to two-year highs, under¬ 
scoring the vulnerability of 
global supplies to weather- and 
climate-related disruptions. 

Greenhouse experiments 
have shown that unseasonably 
warm temperatures — espe¬ 
cially at the end of the growing 
season — can cause senes¬ 
cence, the scientific term for 
accelerated ageing. 

Excess heat beyond the 
plant’s tolerance zone damages 
photosynthetic cells. 

Fluctuations in wheat yields 
in India have also been attrib¬ 
uted by farmers to tempera¬ 
ture, most recently a heat wave 
in 2010 blamed for stunting 
plant productivity. 

To further test these experi¬ 
ments and first-hand observa¬ 
tions, a trio of researchers led 
by David Lobell of Stanford 
University sifted through nine 
years of satellite data for the 
Indo-Ganges Plains in north¬ 
ern India and then used statis¬ 
tical methods to isolate the 
effects of extreme heat on 
wheat. 


They found that a 2.0 Cel¬ 
sius increase above long-term 
averages shortened the grow¬ 
ing season by a critical nine 
days, reducing total yield by 
up to 20 percent. 

The world’s nations, under 
the UN Framework Conven¬ 
tion on Climate Change (UN- 
FCCC), have said that Earth’s 
average temperature should 
not exceed the preindustrial 
benchmark by more than 2.0 C 
if dangerous warming impacts 
are to be avoided. 

On current trends — absent 
a major reduction in the emis¬ 
sion of heat-trapping green¬ 
house gases — the global 
thermometer could rise by 
twice as much, according to 
scientists. 

’’Even changes that were 
once considered rather extreme 
scenarios, such as a 4.0 Celsius 
(7.2 Fahrenheit) in global mean 
temperature,... could happen as 
soon as the early 2060s,” the 
study notes. 

Wheat also faces another 
possibly climate-related threat: 
aggressive new strains of wheat 
rust disease have decimated up 
to 40 percent of harvests in 
some regions of north Africa, 
the Middle East and Central 
Asia. 

Wheat rust is a fungal disease 
that attacks the stems, grains and 
especially the leaves of grains 
including wheat, barley and rye. 

Global warming and in¬ 
creased variability of rainfall 
have weakened the plants even 
as these emerging rust strains 
have adapted to extreme tem¬ 
peratures not seen before, scien¬ 
tists say.

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Iran parliament delays bill to cut EU 
oil exports 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iranian law¬ 
makers on Sunday delayed 
taking action on a proposed 
bill to cut immediately oil ex¬ 
ports to Europe in retaliation 
for an EU oil embargo, accord¬ 
ing to the parliament’s energy 
commission. 

"No bill has been designed 
nor has it come to the parlia¬ 
ment," commission spokesman 
Emad Hosseini told Mehr 
news agency. 

He said he hoped negotia¬ 
tions on preparing the bill 
would be finalised before Fri¬ 
day. 

Lawmakers had initially 
been expected to enter the bill 
into parliament on Sunday, 
after calling for it to be drafted 
under "double emergency" 
procedures. 

The proposed text aims to 


immediately halt oil exports to 
Europe in a bid to destabilise 
the fragile economies of sev¬ 
eral EU states. 

It was called in retaliation 
for an EU embargo on Iranian 
oil announced January 16 but 
whose implementation was 
meant to be phased in over the 
next five months to give strug¬ 
gling EU economies, such as 
Greece and Spain, time to find 
alternative oil suppliers. 

But Hosseini said there was 
no bill yet, just "an idea by 
lawmakers" that still had to be 
studied by the energy commis¬ 
sion before one could be 
drafted. 

Iranian officials and law¬ 
makers have expressed anger 
at the EU ban, which is de¬ 
signed to pressure Tehran to 
halt its nuclear activities. West¬ 


ern countries allege Iran is 
seeking a nuclear weapon, de¬ 
spite Tehran’s denials. 

Iran is the second-biggest 
producer in OPEC, behind 
Saudi Arabia. It pumps some 
3.5 million barrels a day, and 
exports 2.5 million of them. 

Around 20 percent of the 
exports go to EU countries, 
mainly Italy, Spain and 
Greece. Most of the rest goes 
to Asia, principally China, 
India, Japan and South Korea. 

Sarkozy announces 
rise in sales tax to 
21.2 percent 

PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy on Sun¬ 
day announced a hike of 1.6 
percentage points in value- 
added sales tax — to 21.2 per¬ 
cent — as part of new 
measures to boost France’s 
ailing economy. 

"This measure will not 
come into effect until October 
1. We hope it will lead to in¬ 
creased sales (before that 
date) and boost growth," 
Sarkozy said in a television 
interview. 

The "social tax" aims to 
shift the burden of paying for 
social security from employ¬ 
ers to consumers and help 
create jobs while also making 
French firms more competi¬ 
tive against German rivals 
with much lower social 
charges.

Geithner halls strength 
of US business sector 


WASHINGTON (AFP) The 
US business sector is surpris¬ 
ingly strong. Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Tim Geithner said 
Sunday, cautioning that it will 
still take a "long time" for the 
wider economy to fully re¬ 
cover from the financial crisis. 

"I think if you look at the 
basic health of the American 
business sector, it’s much 
stronger than I think anybody 
would have thought at the 
peak of our crisis and stronger 
than many of us hoped," Gei¬ 
thner said. 

"But to be realistic, it’s 
going to take a long time, still, 
for us to fiilly repair the dam¬ 
age, particularly unemploy¬ 
ment," he told CNN 
television’s GPS program, 
speaking fi'om the World Eco¬ 
nomic Forum in Davos, 
Switzerland. 


"We still face tremendous 
challenges as a country. We’re 
still repairing the damage 
caused by a devastating finan¬ 
cial crisis that still has huge 
lasting impact on the basic 
fortunes of most Americans. 

"Unemployment is still 
very high. Housing is still 
very, very weak. Construction 
is very weak. People still have 
too much debt," said Geithner. 

Nevertheless, the treasury 
secretary added, the indica¬ 
tors used "to measure basic 
business health," are encour¬ 
aging. 

"Profits are higher than the 
pre-crisis peak. If you look at 
investment as a measure of 
confidence, private invest¬ 
ment in equipment and soft¬ 
ware is up more than 30 
percent since the trough in the 
first half of’09.

Golf: Rock sinks Woods for 
upset win

ABU DHABI (AFP) - Robert 
Rock knew he was in a hard 
place on Sunday going head- 
to-head with Tiger Woods in 
the final grouping of the Abu 
Dhabi HSBC Championship 
golf tournament. 

Nervous, up early from 
bed, not knowing how he 
would cope with the added 
pressures of a big last day 
crowd on the first tee. Rock 
was, on his own admission, 
marching off into the un¬ 
known. 

Some five hours later he 
had vanquished the golfing 


legend that is Woods and 
snatched the greatest win of a 
career which started 10 years 
ago when he left his job as a 
club pro in the East Midlands 
to try his luck on the main cir¬ 
cuit. 

The 34-year-old English 
journeyman, whose maiden 
win on the European circuit 
came last year at the Italian 
Open said he had been left ex¬ 
hausted but overjoyed by the 
experience. 

"If s difficult playing with 
Tiger," he said. 

"You expect every shot (he 


plays) to threaten to go in. I 
felt a lot of pressure and 
couldn't afford any lapses in 
concentration at all. So a lot 
of hard work but very happy 
now." 

Rock and Woods shared 
the lead at 11 under going into 
the final round of the $2.7mil- 
lion dollars European Tour 
event which had attracted the 
best field in golf over the last 
three months. 

And the pressure to stay the 
pace was immediate on Rock 
as a revived Woods sunk a 
huge 50-footer for birdie at 
the second and picked up an¬ 
other at the next hole. 

But he did likewise and 
when Woods started to misfire 
over the next two holes, the 
world number 117 grabbed 
the lead and he simply refused 
to let go despite a harrowing 
last hole when he badly mis- 
cued his drive. 

"I was just focusing on try¬ 
ing to hit fairways and then hit 
my iron shots as good as I 
have been and give myself 
chances at birdies," he said. 

"Both Tiger and Peter 
(Hanson) struggled on occa¬ 
sions on a few holes and I 
managed to keep my ball in 
the right position and didn't 
put myself under too much 
stress until the last which was 
a relief" 

The win will move Rock 
up to inside the top 60 in the 
world rankings and open the 
doors to a host of mouthwa¬ 
tering possibilities - most no¬ 
tably entry into the year's four 
major tournaments. 

But Rock, who is also now 
second in the European Tour's 
Race to Dubai money list, 
said he simply wanted to 
savour the moment and not 
get too far ahead of himself. 

"It doesn't get an awful lot 
harder that playing with Tiger 
Woods," he said. 

"So I guess barring a major 
championship, I know I can 
handle that again at least."

NBAs Bucks beat Lakers despite 
Bogut's absence 


Starting to dictate, the defend¬ 
ing champion ran away with 
the third set, overpowering 
Nadal and breaking him to 
love to win it 6-2. 

But the 25-year-old from 
Majorca, deposed from the 
top ranking by Djokovic after 
his losing last year's Wimble¬ 
don final, refused to be beaten 
and dragged himself back into 
the contest through sheer 
force of will. 

The Spanish left-hander 
saved three break points in the 
eighth game of the fourth set, 
producing a fist-pumping cel¬ 
ebration when he levelled at 
4-4. 

But in a surreal addition to 
the mounting tension, action 
was suspended for rain to or¬ 
ganisers could close the sta¬ 
dium roof and dry the court. 

When play restarted the set 
went to a tie-break, with 
Nadal clinching it at his first 
opportunity on a Djokovic 
forehand error to set up the 
decider. 
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And in the dramatic fifth 
set Nadal secured a crucial 
break in the sixth game, but 
with the Spaniard now sud¬ 
denly looking the more likely 
winner, Djokovic battled back 
to secure a break of his own. 

With players refusing to 
give an inch, the Serbian top 
seed broke again in the 11th 
game when Nadal netted with 
a backhand and then, in al¬ 
most unbearable tension, 
saved a break point as he 
served out for the champi¬ 
onship. 

The Serb ripped off his 
shirt in celebration and 
marched to his players' box, 
flexing his muscles and then 
hugging his coach as he 
claimed his third Australian 
Open title, after 2008 and 
2011. 

The match was longer than 
the 1988 US Open final be¬ 
tween Mats Wilander and 
Ivan Lendl, which lasted 4hr 
54min, and also beat the Aus¬ 
tralian Open record of 5hr 
14min set by Nadal and Fer¬ 
nando Verdasco in 2009. 


MILWAUKEE (AFP) - Drew 
Gooden scored 23 points and 
grabbed eight rebounds Satur¬ 
day as a short-handed Mil¬ 
waukee handed the Los 
Angeles Lakers yet another 
road defeat in the lockout- 
shortened NBA season. 

The Bucks, missing injured 
center Andrew Bogut of Aus¬ 
tralia and suspended Stephen 
Jackson, held off Kobe Bryant 
and the Lakers 100-89. 

Milwaukee nabbed their 
fourth victory in six games, 
while the Lakers fell to 1-7 in 
away games. 

"I don't know if it's adver¬ 
sity, but a short season, not 
having any practice time is the 
biggest challenge," Bryant 
said. 

"We have a lot of guys we 
need to get on the same page. 
We have so much youth, par¬ 
ticularly coming off the bench. 
We've got to shorten that 


learning curve." 

Bryant finished with 27 
points, nine assists and eight 
rebounds. 

The NBA's top scorer 
worked to get his teammates 
involved in the first half, tak¬ 
ing just four shots and scoring 
seven points with six assists, 
but the Lakers couldn't match 
the Bucks' offensive flow. 

"We executed well offen¬ 
sively," said Bucks coach 
Scott Skiles. "We had some 
great sequences of ball move¬ 
ment again." 

As the Lakers sought to 


erase a 51-43 halftime deficit, 
Bryant became more aggres¬ 
sive in the third quarter. 

In the fourth he surpassed 
Jerry West's Lakers record for 
most career free throws of 
7,160, finishing the game with 
7,163. 

But Carlos Delfmo, Shaun 
Livingston and, late in the 
game Luc Richard Mbah a 
Moute did a good job defen¬ 
sively on Bryant, who failed 
by three baskets to equal Ka- 
reem Abdul-Jabbar's Lakers 
record for career field goals. 

"We did as good a job on 


their key guys as we could," 
Skiles said. "I thought we were 
outstanding on Kobe and he 
almost had a triple-double." 

The Bucks limited Pau 
Gasol to 12 points on 6-of-18 
shooting and Andrew Bynum 
to 15 points. 

"I thought we held our 
own," Skiles added. 

First-year Lakers coach 
Mike Brown said he hoped his 
players "don't need the home 
crowd to get us juiced, to play 
the right way". 

Bryant said the cure to the 
Lakers' ills is simple.

Tennis: Djokovic wins epic Austraiian Open 
finai

MELBOURNE (AFP) - 
Novak Djokovic tore off his 
shirt, flexed his sinewy mus¬ 
cles and roared in celebra¬ 
tion, but for once the 
machismo was not mis¬ 
placed. 

The defending champion 


Novak Djokovic battled past 
Rafael Nadal in an epic, five- 
set Australian Open final 
which clocked in at 5hr 
53min — the longest title 
match in grand slam history - 
- early today. 

Djokovic fought back 


from losing the first set to 
take a 2-1 lead, but he was 
then taken to a gripping fifth 
set by resurgent Nadal before 
winning 5-7, 6-4, 6-2, 6-7 
(5/7), 7-5 for his third con¬ 
secutive major title. 

The nail-biting match of 
wildly swinging fortunes, 
played in front of an en¬ 
thralled crowd, started before 
8:00 pm on Sunday and did 
not wind up until 1:40 am on 
today, and was also the 
longest in the tournament's 
history. 

"Good morning every¬ 
body," Nadal told the crowd 
afterwards. "I will never for¬ 
get this match. Even though I 
lost, it was something really 
special for me. Thank you 
very much, I will come back 
here a lot and I will keep 
fighting." 

Djokovic, who picks up a 
cheque for Aus$2.3 million 
(US$2.4 million), has now 
beaten the Spaniard in three 
consecutive grand slam finals 
and seven consecutive title 
matches overall. 

"Rafa, you're one of the 
best players ever. You're one 


of the most respected guys on 
the tour," he said. 

"We made history tonight, 
and unfortunately there 
couldn't be two winners. But 
I wish you all the best for this 
season and I hope that we 
will have many more 
matches like this and many 
more finals." 

Djokovic's win, his fifth 
grand slam title, means he 
joins rarified company. Only 
Rod Laver, Pete Sampras, 
Roger Federer (twice) and 
Nadal have previously won 
three consecutive grand 
slams in the open era. 


The Serb, who had a gru¬ 
elling five-set semi-final win 
over Andy Murray, came into 
the final with a day less rest 
than Nadal, and having com¬ 
plained about allergy-related 
breathing problems in Mel¬ 
bourne. 

He struggled to get into the 
match early on against his 
never-say-die opponent, 
slamming racquet to the 
ground when he was broken 
and falling a set behind but, 
re-energised, he found his 
rhythm in the second set to 
level.
